Russo-Rumanian army in Dobrudja 
appears slightly less critical in the 
light of today's official report from 
Petrograd, which describes the pres- 
sure of Field Marshal von Macken- 
sen's armies as somewhat weakened. 


UnofBcial dispatches from 
Berlin 
report that the entente forces were 
split into two parts with the fall of 
Tchernavoda, some of the troops es- 
caping over the great bridge across 
the Danube, while the 
others 
fled 
northward in Dobrudja. 
Apparently 
the sections remaining in the Blac.k 
sea priTvince have finally been able to 
make something of a stand against 
the onrush of the Bulgarians, Ger- 
nans and Turks, north of the Con- 
-itanza - Tchemavoda 
lines. 
Von 
Mackensen's guns are now said to be 
dominating the bridge. 


On the western front the Germans 
ire reported by i^aris to have ceased 
'heir counter attacks at Verdun, fol- 
•owing the French success in Tues- 
•iay's drive, which resulted in the re- 
apture of Fort Douaumont and the 
'dvance of the French line along a 
vide front in this sector.

The ruins were still blazing some 
hours later and it was impossible to 
approach them to search for from fif- 
teen to twenty-five persons missing.

Tiventy-five children who leaped from 
the third storj' were badly injured when 
they landed on stone pavements. 


The hospital and a laundry were de- 
stroyed and several adjacent buildings 
were damaged 
by 
smoke and water. 
The fire is believefl to have started in 
a defective cb'iunev. 


The institution was managed by the 
Grey nuns and comprised two build- 
ings, one for hospital patients, 
the 
other for school children.

Woman on Trial for Killing 
Husband Speaks in 
Own Defense. 


Newark, X. J., Oct. 2G.—Testifying in 
her own defense today on the charge 
of murdering her husband Cristof, Mrs. 
Mar.garet C. Beutinger recited the story 
of abuses she said she had been sub- 
jected to by her husband and of threats 
which she swore he had made to kill 
her. 
Mrs. lieutinger alleges she shot 
her husband solely in self defense be- 
lieving that he was about to attack. 


She said she married Beutinger in 
1906 and went to the Philippines with 
him where he became a clerk to an 
army quartermaster. 
Beutinger began 
to drink, she swore, often beat 
and 
choker her and 
was cruel 
in other 
ways. 
After he had attempted to kill 
her because she threatened to report 
money 
irregularities 
to the 
quarter- 
master she left him. She rejoined him, 
however, and 
they 
returned to the 
United States. 
Beutinger's abuse con- 
tinued, she testified, and once he at- 
tempted to kill her with a razor.

TAKES UGLY TURN 


SYRIAN RELIEF SHIP 


Packing of Cargo is Slow 
Work and Boat Will Not

Conditions at Chihuahua were the sub- 
ject of greatly conflicting reports.

can Ambassador Arredondo received from 
Consul

General Trevino Carranza, commander at 
Chihuahua, that ho w a s short of a m m u - 
nition or intended to evacuate the city. 
Carranza losses in the fight with Villistas 
at San Ysabel had been slight, he said, 
and eight thousand troops had arrived to 
reinforce the garrison. 


War department reports, however, were 
that Villa w a s encamped five miles from 
Chihuahua 
with

force,

severely, and that Trevino w a s ready to 
abandon the city. 


It Puzzles Observers. 
Offi-cial reports received here shoWf 
ing- that 
members 
of the 
Carranza, 
Obregon, Trevino, Huerta and Madero 
families 
are

Antonio, 
an explanation of the gathering in the 
a nexplanation of the gathering in the 
United States of non-combatant Mex- 
icans. The report.s do not explain their 
presence.

Traffic Count is Made at 
New York City's 
Busiest Comer. 


New York, Oct. 26.—A count made by 
agents of the Fifth Avenue association 
shows that the corner of Fifth avenue 
and Forty-Second street, where traffic is 
the greatest in the city, 17,151 vehicles 
go north and south during the ten hours 
of the business day. East and west traf- 
fic bring the total up to about 25,000, 
which is an increase of more than 1^000 
a day over last year. 
Since traffic on 
the avenue has to be interrupted for 
twenty minutes of the hour to allow for 
travel east and west, the rate at which 
vehicles pass up and down the avenue is 
one for every second of the day.

law that intent must be proven is ap- 
plicable in each ehaj-ge.

Smith, Meyers and Howard were in tho 
jail or out of it except from records. 


"Tho sheriff personally does not keep 
those records.

statements from the turnkey and from 
the rc])ort made his office forcc makes 
a statement to the board of county coni- 
miesioners as to the number of prison- 
ers boarded and allowances are based 
upon the report. 
The sheriff personally 
does not know whether John Jones or 
John Hmith served nine or ten days or 
any other number of days.

Washington, Oct, 26.—So many 
re- 
ports of election frauds in the middle 
west have reached the department oi 
justice that Attorney General Gregory 
has appointed Frank C. Dailey, of In- 
dianapolis, former 
United States dis- 
trict attorney for Indiana, as special 
assistant 
to the attorney 
general 
in 
charge of iiiveatiijations and ])rosecution 
of election law violators in ludiana, Ohio 
and Illinois. 


Mr. Dailey's designation followed con- 
ferences wliich Attorney General Gre- 
gory ha<l with him and Avitli Senator 
Taggart, of Indiana, who made a flying 
visit to the city. 
It also follows a mys- 
terious trip of Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Graham last week about whicli in- 
formation was refused at the depart- 
ment of justice at the time. 
Mr. Gra- 
ham will have charge of the Washington 
end of the investigation. 
The announce- 
ment was made in this statement: 


"It was announced at the department 
of justice 
today 
that 
]\Ir. 
Frank C 
Dailey, of Indianapolis, Ind., formerly 
United States attornej' for the district 
of Indiana, has been retained as spe- 
cial assistant to the attorney general to 
take general 
charge of 
investigations 
growing out of reported violations of th-; 
federal election laws in the states of 
Indiana, Ohio and Illinois, and to con- 
duct such prosecutions as developments 
justify. Mr, Dailey's experience in such 
matters while United States 
attorney, 
particularly in the Terre Haute election 
fraud cases, particularly fits him for 
this work. 
He will give his exclusive 
time and attention to the problem and 
be assisted by the United States district 
attorneys and investigators of the de- 
partment of justice." 


The extent of the information reach- 
ing the department from many sources 
makes general supervision in the west 
by one person essential.

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The Case of Sheriff 
Gladieux 


Four indictments have been returned by the g-rand jury against 
[A.miel C. Gladieux, slieriff of Allen county, three of which allege ex- 
tortion in the aggregate sum of $1.60 unlawfully charged the county 
for the feeding of jail prisoners, and the fourth setting up the formal 
charge that the sheriff has failed to use in the conduct of his official 
affairs certain records ])rcscribed for that purpose by the state ac- 
counting board. The slieriff was formally placed under arrest and at 
once gave bond in the sum of $850 to await further legal steps in the 
matter. 


The outcome of the slieriff's case and his guilt or innocence of the 
charges remains, of course, to be determined by a trial of his cause in 
the courts, and it is but fair that there be suspension of public judg- 
ment until there is due and final finding in the case. The sheriff as- 
serts his innocence of any willful wrong-doing and professes confi- 
dence in being able to establish that fact. His attorney is quoted as 
declaring that each of the counts will be contested, and that, in his 
opinion, the sheriff will be vindicated. There are the two sides to the 
proposition, and we may confidently expect the courts to thresh the 
thing out thoroughly. 


The indictments by the grand jury constitute, of course, merely 
a charge; not a conviction. They are admittedly serious, and their 
gravity is in no sense mitigated by the fact that the total amount, of 
extortion charged is extremely small, and that the alleged failure to 
use certain forms or records might not, in the ordinary view, consti- 
tute an offense of great flagrancy. The point at issue is the manner 
in which a public official has kept a public trust reposed in him. It is 
from that standpoint and upon the written law that the courts must 
deal with the case. Neither Sheriff Gladieux nor his friends have a 
right to expect, nor is there indication that tliey will ask or desire, 
adjudication on any other basis than that of exact justice. He must 
stand or fall by the record he has made. 


The department of justice has named Frank C. Dailej^, of Indian- 
apolis, former United States district attorney for Indiana, as special 
investigator and prosecutor of election frauds in Ohio, Indiana ancj 
Illinois, which persistent reports from many points have declared 
were in preparation. Moreover, it is announced that prosecution will 
be prompt and relentless wherever there is slightest occasion for it, 
and without regard to whose head may chance to be cracked in the 
punishment. Those who know,. Mr. Dailey, too, realize that the job 
will be thoroughly done, and the announcement will doubtless have a 
salutary effect in any instance in which crooked election methods may 
be in contemplation. The crooks who attempt election frauds in these 
three states are going to take an awful chance this year.

In ten years you may never hear the 
early morning clatter of the milkman 
as ho exchanges bottles on your baclj 
porch or milk window. 


The milkman may be a memory. 
For agriculturists are telling us now 
that this soon will be a milkless world. 


France and Britain are having cries 
like' those of many American cities— 
there have been milk shortages through 
strikes or other causes in at least four- 
teen large American cities in 1916. 


Farm scientists assert that milk is 
too expensive to be sold; that it will 
bring greater returns to the farmer 
if utilized in other ways. 
And with 
prices rising as they have been re- 
cently it will eventually bo quite be-/ 
yond the reach of the city people who 
need it most—the tenement dwellers.

France and Britain have the prob- 
lem of getting good milk; America's 
problem will be getting any at all. 


The Journal d'Agriculturo 
Pratique 
(Paris) is demanding that the French 
government bottle skimmed milk for 
grown people and whole milk for chil- 
dren, and transport it free on the gov- 
ernment railways.

For unless the sale 
of milk nets the farmer enough to buy 
fertilizers to replace the nitrogen which 
otherwise would be deposited through 
animals fattened on milk, his dairy 
sales constitute a loss,

Private X (right name withheld) took 
part in a tank fight during the struggle 
for Flers, and was sent to a London hos- 
pital where he told his story to Tlie 
Sentinel correspondent: 


"The first time I saw a tank, it was 
coming down the road to the first line 
trenches at Flere. 
Later, other tanks 
etime alonar. some lookiqj; like bi^ boil« 


ers, others like armored automobiles, and 
all creeping along on caterpiller belts. 


"I Avas detailed to one of them that 
looked like a .submarine from the in-

We christened it the 11. M. 8.

Tuesday of tliis week was cloudj, 
which partly accounts for record break- 
ing use of electricity. The total was that 
of 26,384 kilowat hours for the day. 
Heaviest previous day was on December 


When all store windows are lighted for 
the holidays a higher record is expect- 
ed by Superintendent Dix. There should 
be at least one day with a total of 30,000 
kilowat hours, he thinks. 
That will be 
about one-fourth the capacity of the city 
plant.

"This is no time for complacency," he 
said. ''This is no time for political talk 
about 
prosperity. 
It is a time 
for 
thought. 
When the men now in the 
trenches of Europe arc withdrawn to 
follow the pursuits of peace the 
ab- 
normal stimulus of the 
war 
will be 
withdrawn ajid the men in this country 
now engaged in satisfying the demands 
of Europe at war will no longer have 
that demand to satisfy. 


"It is a new Europe we will have to 
meet, a disciplined, organized Europe, 
and we should meet it Avith a new Uni- 
ted States. 
And you can no more run 
this country in the coming years on teh 
principle of our opponents than you can 
fly to the moon." 


Mr. Hughes alluded also to the Adam- 
son bill. 
"I deprecatc every effort tfi 
arouse class antagonism in this coun- 
try," he said. "There is no hope for an 
America embittered by class antagon- 
ism."

When men 
have bccome tiioroughly accustomed to being in 
Imminent danger of death for months at a time, 
they are not going to be particularly alarmed 
Jf the potential destruction takes 
some

form. 
They will seek to find a counter 
de- 
Btructive force and apply it on the enemy's new 
weapon. 


But the latest engine of death to appear is 
appalling by its uncanny invincibleness. 
Show- 
ing, as Lloyd George said, that the enemy has 
no monopoly on inventive genius, the British 
have put in the field the new tank tractors, so- 
called, and, as is the case with most of the new 
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formidable 
mactunes, 
huvo 
enjoyed 
a 
large 
measure of success from its use. 


From the peaceful, bucolic occupation of har- 
vesting and farm work to the grim business of 
war Is a far step. 
But the tractor, originally 
designed to meet some of the difilcult problems 
of modern farming, have been turned into ver- 
itable land battleships by the ingenious English 
W a r Department ncada, and have shown high 


and are not liable to find any obstacle to which 
they cannot adjust themselves and carry 
the 
tractor over. 


A weight of 18,000 pounds and with a strength 
of 120 horse-power, the tractors can be stopped 
only by a direct hit from shells of considerable 
caliber. 
And 
shells

where the conditions arc such ag to wan-ant the 
use of the tractors. 
Big gun fire directed upon

When the war first broke out and the shrap- 
nel and machine gun firo demonstrated the ab- 
solute UBelessncss of cavalry, trench fighting or 
Fpcctacular air 
fighting 
became the only real 
means of combat. 
Trench fighting aftorded lit- 
tle personal contact; it meant, rather, days and 


uays or waiting. 
The airmen did have their 
personal encounters, but not in sufficient num- 
bers to bo of any great importance. 
With the 
death of the dashing romanticism of the cav- 
ali-y, the 
fighting 
seemed co take on a mere 
grim and sordid aspect. 


But the advent of the tractor marks the re- 
turn of a cavalry-like force. 
Certainly not so 
Kivift in action a.s tha h9rscs, the machines are 
y e t ' m e r e secure and far more destructive.

dozen great machines crawling slowly (hardly 


faster than a m a n can walk) over tha 
fields, 
uprooting trees as It goes, sliding down into 
shell craters and climbing out, bridging trenches 
and always tiring, firing at the soldiers has lit- 
tle more romance to it. 


During the general oltenslve on the western 
front, the .British, yard by yard, had taken the 
German trenches, gory with the blood of enemy 
and friend alike.

In length, the allies had successfully closed in 
upon the flanks and had pushed back the lines 
Along two miles on each side of the center.

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The Case of Sheriff Gladieux 


Four indietmcnts have been returned by tlic jrrand jury against 


!Amiel C. Clhulicux, sheriff o!; Allen county, three of which allege ex- 
tortion in the airsrrcfrule sum of sfcl.GO unlawfully charged the county 
for the feeding of jail prisoners, aurt the fourth setting up 1he formal 
charge that the sheriff has failed to use in the conduct of his official 
affairs certain records prescribed for that purpose by the state ac- 
counting board. The sheriff was formally placed under arrest and at 
once gave bond in the sum of $850 to await further legal steps in the 
matter. 


The outcome of the sheriff's case and his guilt or innocence of the 


charges remains, of course, to be determined by a trial of his cause in 
the courts, and it is but fair that there be suspension of public judg- 
ment until there is due and final finding in the case. The sheriff as- 
serts his innocence of any willful wrong-doing and professes confi- 
dence in being able to establish that fact. His attorney is quoted as 
declaring that each of the counts will be contested, and that, in his 
opinion, the sheriff will -be vindicated. There are the two sides to the 
proposition, and we may confidently expect the courts to thresh the 
thing out thoroughly. 


The indictments by the grand jury constitute, of course, merely 


a charge; not a conviction. They are admittedly serious, and their 
gravity is in no sense mitigated by the fact that the total amount oE 


• extortion charged is extremely small, and that the alleged failure to 


Tise certain forms or records might not, in the ordinary view, consti- 
tute an offense of great flagrancy. The point at issue is the manner 
in which a public official has kept a public trust reposed in him. It is 
from that standpoint and upon the written, law that the courts must 
deal with the case. Neither Sheriff Gladieux nor his friends have a 
right to expect, nor is there indication that they will ask or desire, 
adjudication on any other basis than that of exact justice. He must 
stand or fall by the record he has made. 


The department of justice has named Frank C. Dailey, of Indian- 


apolis, former United States district attorney for Indiana, as special 
investigator and prosecutor of election frauds in Ohio, Indiana antj 
Illinois, which persistent reports from many points have 'declared 
were in preparation. Moreover, it is announced that prosecution will 
be prompt and relentless wherever there is slightest occasion for it, 
and without regard to. whose head may chance to be cracked in the 
punishment. Those who know Mr. Dailey. too, realize that the job 
will be thoroughly done, and the announcement will doubtless have a 
salutary effect in any instance in which crooked election methods may 
be in contemplation. The crooks who attempt election, frauds in these 
three states are going to take an awful chance this year.

And as Houseman blazed his way up 
to tho i silent machine, tho Germans retired to 
safety from the gun fire of his crew. 


Amidst the din of battle he could get into no 


communication with the unharmed men of th« 
other tractor. How badly they had been hit 
and what their condition was lie could not as- 
certain, but a plan for rescuing them and the 
machine -very quickly occurred to Houseman. 
He started his machine around the comrade 
"tank" in as narrow a circle as it could nego- 
tiate-. With the guns blazing forth at the Ger- 
mans, and with their machine guns and rifles 
answering haughtily but fruitlessly, Houseman'l 
command crossed, in front of the other car and 
stopped for a bare moment, forming a sort of T, 


In that second, Houseman had raised the ar- 


mcred trap and slipped out of his car an! 
arcund to the rear of the other. He carried a 
sturdy grappling chain, which, with utter dis- 
regard for tho bullets cutting tho air about him, 
ha meant to fasten to the wounded tractor. 


Meanwhile his own machine trundled arouni 


unt'l It reached the spot where Houseman wai 
working. 
He had fastened the chain on thi 


hind end of tho "dead" tractor and was Just 
ready when the machine returned to him. 


Back to tho British lines Capt. Housomaiv 


tun.id trailing the saved machine in his wako. 
Tho Germans followed for a little distance, be- 
came quite discouraged and left the tractor, 
which they had crippled but not captured, to 
It* owners. 


Cheered by the men and thanked profusely 


by his superior officers, Houseman only smiled 
anrt disclaimed s.ny heroism for his act, saying 
thit tho two tractors afforded him such a bar- 
rle.- that he had been In no danger. But bul- 
let* spattering against the door through —hlch 
h'o bad but a. second before returned to his ran 
chine, denied tho safety of his position.
